Caracas. Aug. 19.—President Cas- 


tro's refusal to permit the Brazilian 
minister to take charge of French In- 
terests in Venezuela, although Dr. 
Jose Paul, the minister of foreign af- 
fairs, had agreed to this arrangement, 
has created a decided sensation la 
diplomatic circles. 


As a consequence 
of the atti- 


tude of President Castro the to'r- 
eign minister has indited a second 
note to the effect that the government 
now refuses to accede to this arrange- 
ment because the dispute between 
Venezuela and France bears a close 
relation to Venezuela's dispute with 
the United States, and the' proposed 
arrangement would therefore endan- 
ger the continuance of friendly rela- 
tions with Brazil. 


The Fi -nch interests necessarily 


are being neglected, and many month- 
ly installments due to French claim- 
ants are still uucollected. It is very 
unlikoly, in view of the present state 
of affairs, that President Castro will 
permit the representative of any for- 
eign country to take the French in- 
terests in hand.
